The U.S. Army Corps of Engincer.s 
Tuc.sday approved an emergency plan to 
spill extra water over Snake and Columbia 
river dams in hopes of boosting stilmon 
survival despite coneems it could do more 
harm than good. 

The Bonneville Power Admini.siration 
was prepared to start "wheeling power" 
from other sources at midnight lo make up 
for the loss of generating capacity from di- 
verting more water to spillways and away, 
from turbines, corps .spokesman Orel Dug- 
ger said in Portland. Ore. 

TIic corps was developing, a program to 
monitor whether the spills kill fish because 
the extra water going over spillways puts 
more nitrogen into the river 

The dissolved nitrogen gas can kill fisli 
in much the same way that a duep-.sua diver 
gets the bends from surfacing too quickly.

.Human rights groups criticize Clinton 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Human 
rights groups accused the Clinton 
administration Tuesday of failing to 
follow through on human rights poli- 
cies, and criticized what they said was 
the underrcporling of abuses in Haiti. 

“The rhetoric has far outstripped its 
performance," said Holly Burkhaltcr, 
Washington director of Human RighLs 
Watch. 

Burkhaltcr and other human right.s 
advocates testified before a House 
Foreign Affairs subcommittee on the 
' Stale Department’s annual country 


report on human rights practices, 
which was released earlier this year. 

-Thcy-gcncrQlly praised the report 
for il.s graphic dc-saiptions of abuses 
in China, Turkey, India, Vietnam and 
other countries. 

“But the annual country reports arc 
not a substitute for effective human 
rights policy, and we have found that 
the latter lags far behind the former in 
vigor and conviction," Burkhaltcr 
said. 

Rep. Tom Lantos, D-Calif., chair- 
man of the subcommittee on interna- 


tional security, international organiza- 
tions and human rights, agreed. "One 
sees a disturbing dichotomy between 
(he exhaustive, documentation in (he 
country reports and the lack of vigor 
in the policy as regards promotion of 
human rights." 

All three witnesses said one glaring 
weakness was (he report on Haiti. 
"On several important points it is 
incomplete and even misleading," 
said Michael H. Posner, executive 
director of the Lawyers' Commiilcc 
for Human Rights. '

Most of the esti- 
mated 4U0 people demonstrated in 
favor of the execution. As mid- 
night approached, some shouted, 
"Let him die! Kill the Clown!” 
Others yelled. “John-nce, the 
devil’s wailing for you!” 

Fewer than a dozen death pcn.'tliy 
opponents held llictr own vigil wjlh 
lighted c.'mdtcs. ' 

"It's not really a question of guilt 
or innocence but really a question of 
our own humanity." said Sister 
Miriam Wilson, a Cook County 
prison chaplain. "I think we only 
continue the cycle of violence by 
killing someone else."

Kings, presidents and statesmen' 
and women from around the world 
were among the 5,000 guests- who 
witnessed Mandela’s inauguration as 
South Africa’s first black president 
Tucsday.^Thcy were sheltered from 
the blazing sun under turbans, 
fezzes. kaTfiyehs, Panama hats, 
spring bonnets and handkerchiefs. 

“Today we have been privileged 
to witness a turning point in the his- 
tory of a nation,” said U.N. 
Secretary-General Boutros Boutros^ 
Ghall. 

First lady Hillary Rodham Clinton 
swayed -to the African. jazz music 
and later said, “I am veiv impressed 
by the leadership and the commit- 
ment of the leadership at nil levels to 
make (South Africa) succeed." ' 

Down the hill, spread out on a 
lawn where they could see Mandela 
only on a giant screen, thou.sands of 
ordinary South Africans formed a 
sea of colors and waving flags. They 
wailed more than three hours, with 
vendors climbing over them and 
tossing containers of cold juice to 
the lightly-packed crowd.

State replacesLfish killed in spill

-TWIN FALLS - State employees re- 
leased 1,000 rainbow trout in Rock 
Creek Tuesday to replace some of the 
thousands of fish killed by a March 29 
spill at the Amalgamated Sugar Co. ' 

•’We’re looking at adding 4.000^fish a 
year for the next three y^ars.’’'said Fred 
Partridge, regional- fisheries manager for 
the Idaho Department of Fish and Game. 
•'■“We’ll be stocking about once a 
month now," Purtridge added, but stock' 
ing might stop in July and Augu; 
ter temperatures arc too high. 

~*Thc March 29 spill dumped thousand^ 
of gallons of factory wastewater- heavi- 
ly laced with- rotting chunks of sugar 
beets - into Rock Creek. The decaying 
organic matter sucked most of the oxy- 
gen from the water, killing about 1.300 
brown trout arid at least 100 rainbow. 
Partridge said. 

About 700 suckers .and around 2.800 
sculpin, dace and chisclmouih also died 
in the spill's aftermath, Partridge said. 

The rainbow trout released Tuesday, 
were 8 to 10 inches'long and weighed 5 
to 6 ounces. The fish were raised at the 
state hatchery near Hagerman. 

Smaller "fingerling" brown trout will 
be set free in Rock Creek in the next few 
weeks. The brown trout releases arc part 
of Fish and Game's annual re-stocking 
of Rock Creek, but the rainbow release 
was solely prompted by the sugar plant's 
spill, Partridge said.

Teacher receives award

RUPERT - A Dccio wom^ has

■ lution for forging her employer’s 
signature on checks. 

Sarah Elaine Wright, 36. former 
secretary for the Minidoka County 
Cooperative Extension Agent, had 
pleaded guilty to six counts of 
forgery in a plea-bargain last 
August. 

Wright was ordered to pay 
$7,236 to the 4-H Leaders. $7939 
to the extension office and $29 io 
the Minidoka County Grain 
Growers Association, according to 


the restitution order. . , 

She also must pay'thc county 
$3,065 for the accountant who 
traced the money. Wright had 
"destfoycd'many of her own bank 
records and shifted money between 
various accounts, County Prosecutor 
Gara Newman'said Tuesday. 

“I think there’s a good chance we 
many never know how much is 
missing," Newman said. 

Wright al.so was sentenced to 30 
days in jail. In addition, a sentence 
of IK to five years in prison was 

suspended,. 

She was charged with' 12 counts 
of forgery in March 1993. In and 
August plea-bargain, Wright plead- 


ed guilty to six counts. 

Newman agreed to the lesser 
charges because Wright was cooper- 
ative with her and because Wright 
ne^ds to be able to work to pay back 
the restitution, Newman said. 

The investigation was one of 
Newman’s first after she took 
public office at the beginning^if 
1993. 

Between Aug. y>. 1992 and Jan. 
3, 1993, Wrigin had forged $6,975 
worth of checks from vanoiis exten- 
sion office accounts, according to 
court documents. 

Most of the checks normally 
would have required extension agent 
Ivan Hopkins’, .signature along with 


Wright’s. But Wright forged 
Hopkins signature,- Newman said.- 
Olher checks required only 
Hopkins’ signature, which she also 
forged. 

Wright had forged dozens more 
checks, hilt most were for small 
amounts Newman said. She said she 
felt she needed to prosecute Wright 
only for the laigcsl checks.

Growers Association helped 
the accountant determine their loss- 
es. Newman said. . 

Wright, who had worked in the 
office for five years, was suspended 
from her job Jan. 19, 1993.

Historian John J. Stewart, author of a book on 
the mammoth enterprise, ‘"nic Ir on Trail to the 
Golden Spike,” and Tuesday's master of cere- 
monic.v, said the rail line cut travel lime 
between the two coa.sts from four months to one 
week. 

"Far more than any other event, the comple- 
tion of the railroad ... marked the end of the OIu 
Wc.sl and the beginning of the new," Stewart 
wrote. 

Also reunited for the fir.st time since May 10, 
1869. were the three ccremo’nial spikes used to 
link East and West at windswept Promontory 
Summit. The "Golden Spike" and "Nevada 
Silver Spike" were loaned by Stanford 
University, and the "Arizona Spike." an amal- 
gam of gold, silver and iron, came from the 
Museum of the City of New York. 

A second golden spike presented by a San 
Francisco hciv.spapcr.-ihe News Letter, disap- 
peared right after the 1869 ceremony and was 
never seen again, said John Bromley, UP 
spokesman. He said the spikes were brought 
together to honor the 125lh anniversary. 

Tlic original ceremony was a confused affair. 


Among tbe problems were general drunkenness 
and a iwo-day delay 'caused by unpaid, railway 
workers who held Union Paciilc vice p residerit 
Thomas C. Durant hostage in Wyoming uritil- 
back wages were paid. 

Further delayed by washed-out ruils^ Durant 
arrived in a sumptuous'PulIman Palace sleeping 
car grumpy and complaining of -a headache. 

Lcland Stanford, cx-govcrhor of California 
and'pfcsidcnt of the Central Pacific, and Durant 
reportedly messed the final .spike on their first 
hammer swings but finally drove it home. They 
then fired off a telegram to President Ulys.scs S. 
Grant reporting the Pacific Railroad was fin- 
ished. 

“The Central Pacific group, which had 
•been waiting for .several days, were well 
stocked wirh California wine and were deep 
into their cups by, the time the ceremony 
began," Stewart said. 

"In 1869, a lot of lliiise there were inebriated, ' 
.so there was a last-minute arrangement as to 
who was sober enough to do what," he said. 

Stewart said he was unable id' find any two 
accounts that completely agreed on exactly who 
performed what parts of the ceremony. 

"For example, one account' said Brigham 
Young was one of the key people at the cere- 
mony, but he wasn't even there because he was 
bitter about being .swindled in construction con- 
tracr.s'iind because (he railroad was not built 
through Salt Lake City," Stewart said.

Bannock 
County has pcovided well owners with filtered or bottled water since 
the contamination was first delected in 1992.

"They need to realize that regard- 
less of how you feel about homosex- 
uality, the initiative will impact civil 
and legal rights," Gomcz-SchnCidcr 
said. “Unfortunately, partly because 
this i,s a small and conservative reli- 
gious community, the fear factor for 
gays and lesbians is extremely 
high." 

In a place where-standing up for 
"traditional family-values” is the 

believe joining their organization 
can mark a person as homosexual' 
even if they arc not. 

■ But their effort has apparently had 
an effect in the campaign to block 
the initiative that would bar slate 
laws or local ordinances making it 
illegal to dtscriminaic against homo- 
sexuals. It also prohibits government 
employees, including teachers, from 
portrayiitg homo.scxualily as accept- 
able. . 

So far, barely 1,200 signatures — 
less than 3 percent of Idaho Falls’

Secrets to gardening 

Weed early, often; feed soil, not plants; match plants with site 


Motker-Nature-s damage- 
could haVe been avoided

Pcfluips ihcrc arc some sccrcis to 
gardening success, hut they certainly 
are not instant. 

If gardening lurd to be reduced to a 
list of three musts, they’d probably 
he these: Weed early aiid often. Feed 
your soil (with organic matter like 
conipo.sl). n«)l your plants (with 
chemical furlili/.crs). And always 
match the plant with the site (sun* 
lovers 'in sun. thirsty types in damp 
. places or where you will water them 
frci{ucntly). 

. Those inclined to delve into the 
finer details, he nrepared for a little 
hard work and dirty fingernails, and 
read on: 

• Whai's fir.st: Sjjrmg cleanup, 
should be done by now, and the 
compost heap should have been 
turned, with finished... compost, 
removed for use In garden beds, 
Hiligunt gardeners did^tlieir soil* 
improving in fall, so that they would 
he up and. running come the first 
warm weather. If you missed that 
window of opportunity, do not pro- 
ceed without feeding the soil plenty 
of organic matter; at a minimum, 
work in u coiiplc of inches into beds, 
especially where heavy-feeding veg- 
etables arc to be planted.

First soak ihcm'in a 
bucket of water for up to 24 hours.

• Weeding: Weed a few minutes a 
day. minimum, to reduce drudgery.

If the plant flopped last sum- 
mer or failed lo flower well, it may 
need dividing, though both things 
can also be caused by low light.

* Compost: Sturt a pjlc if you 
don't have one, and be sure it stays 
just 'moist (not soggy) with occa.sion- 
al waterings, Turning speeds up 
decomposition, but if you can wail 
things will rot. Mixing up a combina- 
tion of green and brown ingredients 
workt^ best (green things like fresh 
leaves and grass have nitrogen in 
them to heat the pile, brown things 
like dried leaves arc full of carbon). -

But we had a big gain in 
humility. 

Nature demonstrated once again 
that if we don't follow the rules, she 
will not tolerate our.incptncss. We 
lopped trees: she blew them down. 
Wc didn't tic slicds dow^; .she blew 
them to Kingdom Come. Wc 
allowed the roof to deteriorate; she 
finished ilic job. 

Evti.ry tree I saw that had b'ecri 
blown down was dead and didn't 
know it. At some lime in its past, 
someopc had lopped it or made bad 
pruning-cuis.'leaving stubs to hang 
there and rot. Rot they did. Tlie rot 
went through the cut stub and down 
.through the main trunk. The tree 
slowly hollowed. The roots died 
back. too. 

On the tree’s live side, it had 
sprouted leaves, Big bunches of 
them. Every downed tree had been 
top-heavy. Those leaf-clumps acted 
like catcher’s mitts, in the 92 miles 
per hour fast ball nature threw. 
Whump! The impact threw the tree 
off its unsteady pins and down it 
went. 

Tliis storm brought a rare oppor- 
tunity to take a good look at how lit- 
tle root systems many of these old, 
decaying trcc.s had. They’re slicking

Wc could have made prudent cuts

The tree would have 
healed naiurall}' and grown normal- 

Even larger trees that needed 
pruning could have had better care. 
*rhey, Ido; needed pruning cuts that 
didn’t leave .stubs to rot. If we cut 
branches all the way back to the ori- 
gin every time, the tree would retain 
its airy symmetry, allowing the wind 
to pass through. 

Wc can lie sheds down. Wc can 
monitor the health of our roofs and 
replace them in a timely manner. 
And wc can learn to prune trees cor- 
rectly.

A: Inexpensive fiberglass front 
doors are an excellent allcrnalivMo 
real hard wood doors.'Thcy arc more 
durable than wood because fiberglass 
resists moisture, shrinking, warping, 
and scratching — common problems 
with real wood. With a buill>in triple 
latch point deadbolt, they arc securc.- 
It is often difficult to distinguish a 
stained fiberglass door..rrq.m a real 
wood door. Some fiberglass door 
rhanufacturers use pieces o( real wood 
for the deep graining pattern' to gel the 
authentic look and feel of wood. 

You can stain or paint n fiberglass 
door just like a wood door. Using oil- 
bused stain is the cosiest method to 
achieve a natural wood look. 
Although it requires more work, hand 
rubbing artist oil into the fiberglass 
door gives a more luxurious deep 
grained appearance.

Insulated fiberglass doors are sig- 
nificantly more energy efficient than 
wood doors. With rigid'foam poly- 
styrene insulation inside the fibcrghxss 
skins, the insulation value is four 
times greater than a solid wood door. 

Using polyurethane foam offers 
even higher insulation than poly- 
styrene foam. When this is injected 
inside the door cavity during assem- 
bly, all of the voids and gaps arc cum- 
plelcl); filled with insulation.

It’s what you put on popcorn 
that’s not SO good for you

Wc hale to do this to you, especial- 
ly so soon after the health gums con- 
demned some movic-ihealcr popcorn, 
but you might wanl-to.lakc another 
look at that bug of microwave pop- 
corn you’re munching.' • • 

"Popcorn is one of the world’s, 
great foods. It’s higli in filwr, has no 
diolcstcrol, is higti in vitamin C ,ind 
h.xs great carbohydrates. It's the stuff 
people cook it in and put bn it that 
gets you into trouble,” said Dr. 
Dougla,s P. Lyle, popcorn lover, car- 
diologist and president -of the 
American Heart Association of 
Orange County, Culifomia. 

Two weeks ago, a sludy by ihe 
Center for Science in the Public 
interest showed that some movie-ihc- 
ater popcorn was loaded with artery- - 
clogging ful. Tile re&son: The kernels 
were popped jn coconut oil, a "impi- 
cal oil” that contains high amounls of 
saturated fat, the kind that clogs your 
atieries. Top il with butter, the study 
.said, and you’re in Ihe bad-fat stratos- 
phere. 


Microwave popcorn, said Lyle, is 
cooked in similar tropical oils or in 
healthier oils that acquire the same 
kinds of unhealthy properties after 
processing. In a process known as 
iiydrogenatioti. liquid vegeiablc oils 
arc turned into solid fats, which stand 
up better under the high temperatures 
the kcmcLs need to pop. 

Olive oil would lie ihe best Uil far 
popping, but il gives the kernels a 
funky t.islc that most people can’t 
.stand, he Said. 

The soluli,(|)n? 

Air-pop yfjur kernels, or pop them • 
the old-frushioncd way.- 
Lyle puls atxiul ti labIe.spoon (two 
at the most) of mm oil in a sauce pot, 
plunks three kernels in il, tmd turns on 
Ihe heat. When the kernels have 
popped, the oil is hot. enough to add 
more popcorn. Add enough kernels to 
cover the Iwitom: cover and he.!! until 
they’re popped. • ■ ■ 

No, it's not always os gtxxl as Ihe 
greasy little kernels that come out of 
the microwave bag, but with a little 
sprinkle of onion or garlic powder, 
cinnamon or grated Parmesan cheese, 
il comes close.
